There's no denying that planning for a 
data center is a tremendous task, whether you 
build your own, use a host, collocate, or even 
update your existing data center.

You might get lucky with rash 
decisions in other areas, but because your 
data center will have a profound effect on 
your business, it's best to approach it with a 
hefty helping of strategy. 

Thanks to today's vastly varying hardware 
and services, data centers can and do widely 
differ, but you can accurately pinpoint your 
choices by stepping back and considering 
your needs. This can help determine an over- 
all strategy and purpose for your 
data center and ultimately keep it 
on track from its initial design 
stages to completion. 

For example, if your current 
facilities can no longer house the 
demands of the server equipment, 
your focus moving forward 
should be on building or choosing 
a data center that can sustain your 
data well into the future.

"You plugged them in and paid 
someone to manage them. Now

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I Sun Purchases StorageTek 

Sun Microsystems will acquire Stor- 
ageTek for $4.1 billion, about $37 per 
share. The move will boost Sun's focus on 
information lifecycle management. The 
deal has been approved by both compa- 
nies' boards but still requires regulatory 
approval and should be finalized as soon as 
late summer. 

I Microsoft Submits Proposals To EU 

Microsoft has submitted proposals for 
changing its business practices to the 
European Commission, the EU's antitrust 
regulator. The Commission will now consult 
with other companies in the industry, includ- 
ing Microsoft rival RealNetworks, to deter- 
mine the effects the proposals would have 
on the marketplace. A final decision on 
whether Microsoft's offer complies with the 
measures the commission requested should 
come by the end of July. If Microsoft's offer 
does not meet the EU's requirements, the 
company could be charged a noncompliance 
fine of about $5 million per day. 

I CA Plans To Modify Five Years' Earnings 

Computer Associates will restate finan- 
cial statements from the past five years after 
it discovered numerous improper contracts. 
In some instances, CA uncovered transac- 
tions with third parties that have no valid 
commercial purpose; in other cases, license 
agreements were changed by other agree- 
ments that postponed the full recognition of 
revenue, which resulted in CA booking rev- 
enue too soon. The restatements will 
decrease CA's net income by $15 million to 
$25 million and reduce its revenue by $80 
million to $110 million. 

I Transmeta Sells Crusoe Chip Line 

U.S.-based chip company Transmeta will 
sell its Crusoe line of microprocessors to 



Hong Kong's Culturecom Technology. 
Culturecom also plans to license Trans- 
meta's Efficeon processor technology to 
manufacture and sell Efficeon-based chips 
in China. However, Culturecom will only 
get a license for Transmeta's 130nm 
process for making Efficeon chips, not the 
newer 90nm process. In addition to paying 
$15 million in cash, Culturecom will also 
pay Transmeta royalties on the sales of 
Crusoe and Efficeon products. 

I Gartner: IT Staffs To Shrink 

IT research firm Gartner predicts that 
by 2010, the number of IT staffers will 
decrease 15% and that IT departments at 
midsized and large companies will be one- 
third smaller than in 2000. Most of the 
decrease will be caused by outsourcing and 
the integration of business and IT in many 
enterprises. As part of the report, Gartner 
advised IS leaders to make plans by the 
end of this year indicating whether the IS 
department' s long-term plan is to deliver IT 
services to the enterprise's business units or 
provide business value to the overall en- 
terprise. By 2010, Gartner says, 60% of IS 
workers will have a broader business role. 

I Big Companies Exploiting Open Source? 

A senior figure at the European Com- 
mission has criticized several big U.S. IT 
firms, including IBM, Sun, and HP, for 
exerting too strong of an influence over the 
open-source community. The European 
Commission's Jesus Villasante accused the 
major U.S. IT companies of using the open- 
source community as a subcontractor 
instead of encouraging the overall develop- 
ment of independent open- source products. 
Villasante says such actions have hindered 
the development of open source in the 
European software industry and created 
"total confusion" in the open- source com- 
munity as a whole. 



I PC Shipments, Server Sales Rising 

Gartner projects that worldwide PC ship- 
ments will reach 202 million in 2005. The 
research company had originally predicted 
only 199 million shipments for 2005 but 
changed that after mobile PC shipments 
increased. Gartner estimates that 26.5% more 
mobile PCs will be sold this year, while 
desktop PCs will only attain 4.6% growth. 
Gartner also reported a 4% increase in server 
sales in Ql 2005. Total server revenue for 
Ql was $12.33 billion, up from $11.84 bil- 
lion in Ql 2004. IBM ($3.67 billion), HP 
($3.47 billion), and Dell ($1.33 billion) were 
the top server vendors of the quarter. 

I Sun To Overhaul Brand 

Sun Microsystems is undergoing a $50 
million brand overhaul, which will include 
advertising campaigns featuring big-name 
clients, such as eBay and General Motors, 
that show how Sun services help consu- 
mers and businesses connect and share 
information. "Sharing" is the new theme 
for the company, and the new brand centers 
on this idea using a slim S-curve. Sun has 
been trying to recover from losing market 
share to rivals IBM and Dell. It reported a 
quarterly loss of $3 billion in April. 



I HP Debuts Last PA Chip 

HP HAS OFFICIALLY INTRODUCED its last 

high-end Unix servers running HP's own 
PA-8900 processor. HP introduced the 
Precision Architecture processor family in 
1986 but is looking to simplify server 
development given increased pressure for 
larger profits from the company's server 
group. HP faces competition from IBM and 
Dell and had a 13.1% revenue growth in 
the first quarter of this year. HP will en- 
courage customers to move to comparable 
systems using Itanium processors. 

I No Major Rush On H-1B Visas Yet 

The U.S. Citizenship and Immigration 
Services has not received as many applica- 
tions for H-1B visas as it anticipated. The 
visas are available for foreign nationals with 
graduate degrees from universities in the 
United States. Last month, the agency 
began accepting applications for an addi- 
tional 20,000 H-1B visas after the 65,000 
cap for fiscal year 2005 was reformed, but 
by midmonth only 6,400 graduates had 
applied. Experts predict that once graduate 
students receive their diplomas, which they 
need for the application process, the number 
of applicants will dramatically increase.

Without Electrical Planning, 
Your Data Center Is In The Dark 



by Ericka Chickowski 

Data center planning can be over- 
whelming on so many fronts. With worry- 
ing over servers, SANs, operating systems, 
and applications, many managers fail to 
adequately address the one thing that runs it 
all: the electrical infrastructure. 




"The biggest problem for most compa- 
nies right now is that they have an ad hoc 
server farm that has evolved over time," 
says Tim Dueck, managing principal for 
Reliable Resources, a data center design 
consultancy. "As that happens, a number of 
things occur. Under the raised floor, things 
get congested with cables that are aban- 
doned and power distribution units are 
added on without managers understanding 
how the loads are balanced." Dueck admits 
that electrical planning is not necessarily 
the trickiest part of data center design — 
cooling tends to top that list — but it certain- 
ly shouldn't be minimized. 



Changing Power Demands 

"What has been happening is that as 
equipment gets smaller and smaller, peo- 
ple want to put more equipment on the 
raised floor," Dueck says. "But what 
many companies have found is that they 
have plenty of room for equipment, but 
they can't connect because 
they don't have enough 
electrical capacity." 

Businesses must weigh 
efficiency with reliability in 
order to find the most 
affordable and scalable 
electrical solution for the 
more dense data center. 
"What you want to try is to 
have an efficient installa- 
tion," he says. "For exam- 
ple, if my load is 1 ,000 and 
I can get a UPS system 
sized for that capacity, I'll 
likely get two for redundan- 
cy. That is the most reliable 
solution. But I could also 
do it with three 500 models. 
It is less reliable but scal- 
able. And if your load isn't 
1,000 right away, why buy two 1,000s right 
away when 500s would do?" 

As equipment in a center becomes more 
compact and plentiful, managers must also 
consider the cooling implications of power 
equipment. These days Dueck says that 
power sources are migrating. 

"One thing that is happening is that 
instead of seeing PDUs on the raised floor, 
people are putting them in nearby rooms 
because the PDU produces a lot of heat and 
takes up room," he says. "The only prob- 
lem is that exacerbates the electrical chal- 
lenge because people inevitably want to fill 
that space with more equipment." 



Successful Electrical Planning 

Dueck says that the key to a sound electri- 
cal infrastructure is doing your homework on 
the front end and remembering to account for 
power needs anytime you upgrade or add 
equipment — no matter how small. 

"It is a combination of education and 
preparation," says Dueck about successful 
electrical planning. "There are people out 
there that are doing it and doing it well. One 
of the biggest things they have in common 
is that they usually have a single point of 
responsibility for all equipment coming in." 

By consolidating the acquisition process, 
IT can prevent the addition of too much 
equipment into a limited power source. 
"There are several customers we know 
who don't have that in place, and when 
equipment shows up, the first time they 
hear about it is when the truck shows up 
at the loading dock," he says, explaining 
that when things are this disorganized, IT 
risks the unauthorized installation of 
equipment that will strain a creaking elec- 
trical infrastructure. 

By passing acquisition decisions through a 
single point of responsibility, an organization 
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can assess the equipment's power needs 
and plan the loads in advance without risk. 

Dueck says that even small businesses 
with limited personnel should be practicing 
ongoing power assessments whenever new 
equipment is added — even if they can't 
spare a person to be solely responsible for 
this duty. 

"It is not so much having one person as it 
is having an identified process that people 
are assigned to follow," he says. 

Don't Break The Bank 

IT managers who educate themselves 
more about the electrical aspect of data 
center planning have a distinct advantage in 
that they don't always have to believe what 
the vendors tell them. This will usually be a 
money-saver, says Dueck. 

"Vendors will try to sell you a lot of 
stuff out there," he says. He has seen 
many clients who have been sold by ven- 
dors hawking the super-reliability of buy- 
ing multiple power systems that are too 
much for their needs. He recommends 
being wary and favoring efficiency in the 
planning process. Your CFO will thank 
you later. 



The Coolest Thing: Planning Tip From An Expert 



According to Tim Dueck at Reliable Resources, when moving to or building a new data center many 
companies waste thousands of dollars by overestimating their square footage and consequently 
their power needs per square foot. 

His company has come up with a planning model that takes a relatively small amount of work com- 
pared to the savings it can provide. The idea is to evaluate all equipment that will be going into the 
center. Each piece of equipment is categorized by platform and type. From there, each category is 
given a growth rate based on past history for each. By breaking things down, Dueck says his busi- 
ness is usually able to spot inefficient plans that overestimate power needs. 

"We had one company that was planning a new data center at 15,000 square feet and 60W per 
square foot because it already had a 10,000 square foot center and was planning for growth," he says. 

But as he investigated, Dueck found that the original data center was inefficient and the growth pro- 
jections were way too high. For example, the company was using multiple redundancies when a 
single redundancy would have been just as reliable. It was only filling racks 40% when at the growth 
rate 60% would have sufficed. By the time Dueck was done, he had shown the company that it only 
really needed 4,500 square feet currently and with projected growth it would not need more than 
6,500 square feet. 

"We were able to save them thousands of square feet, and from an electrical standpoint we showed 
them what actual power demands would be both today and over time," Dueck says. The end result 
was fewer dollars spent on rent and a smaller outlay in terms of cash needed for electrical infra- 
structure. He recommends a similar type of model to anyone planning a new data center.

Shifting Roles 

To Accommodate Automation 

Dan Appleman, co-founder of 
Apress Publishing and author of 
"Always Use Protection," explains 
that automation can mean differ- 
ent things in different situations. 
"One can picture an IT developer 
automating enterprise tasks using 
Windows scripting. One can pic- 
ture a company going out and 
buying an application that auto- 
mates tasks. In the former case, 
you still have the developer creat- 
ing, supporting, and maintaining 
the various scripts and applica- 
tions. In the latter, you have a new 
application to learn and support." 

Tenable Network Security's 
Chief Security Officer and au- 
thor of the book "The Myth of 
Homeland Security," Marcus 
Ranum, agrees that automating 
tasks generally creates new roles 
that need to be filled. "My ex- 
perience is that every whizbang 
technology comes with hidden 
management costs. So you need 
to look very carefully at whether 
or not you're going to save time/ 
staffing by the time all is said and 
done. I've seen a lot of companies 



spend a lot of money trying to 
save a little money." 

Richard Samson is the director 
of the EraNova Institute and is 
credited with coining the term 
"offpeopling." He believes that 
replacing people with automation 
has had more impact on the overall 



job outlook than outsourcing or 
offshoring, which both get signifi- 
cantly more media attention. 

On his blog site, Samson stresses 
that as more and more tasks are 
automated using technology, peo- 
ple need to stay one step ahead of 
the trend and begin to focus on

skills that can't be easily replicated 
by machines or computers. By 
focusing on skills that are more 
abstract or creative or require more 
conscious thought, workers can 
help to ensure they stay ahead of 
the automation curve. 

Bracing For Automation 

Innovation and new technology 
are bound to continue to develop 
new ways to automate tasks that 
humans currently do. Rather than 
ignoring the trend or resisting the 
changes that are coming, it is bet- 
ter to be aware of them and con- 
sider how you can use automation 
to improve your product or service 
and help your company compete. 

It is a balancing act of sorts that 
requires some analysis. If you 
choose to adopt a new technology 
early, you increase your risk that 
the technology may not live up to 
its expectations and you waste 
money and time. However, if you 
wait too long to adopt a new tech- 
nology, you may find yourself lag- 
ging behind and giving your com- 
petition an edge in the marketplace. 

From the perspective of people, 
it means having some vision about 
the direction of technology and 
shifting accordingly. To ensure that 
your staff's skills don't become 
obsolete and that they don't end 
up being displaced by automation 



technologies, you need to monitor 
the trends. It is important to track 
which technologies or skills are on 
the way out or may be in danger of 
being offshored, outsourced, or 
"offpeopled." Also watch which 
emerging technologies may rep- 
resent the next big wave. 

By proactively learning the 
skills of the emerging technolo- 
gies while phasing out the skills 
of the waning technologies, per- 
sonnel can proactively work to 
make sure they remain in demand, 
rather than become obsolete. The 
challenge is the same as it is for 
adopting automation technology, 
though. You don't want to adopt a 
new skill set too early only to find 
that the skills end up not being 
useful. You also don't want to 
wait so long that you end up miss- 
ing out on the opportunities, as 
new skills become in demand. 

Dan Appleman does not believe 
that the net result will be harmful, 
though. "If automation in general 
reduced the overall number of jobs, 
the unemployment rate in this 
country would be much higher than 
it is — as automation is present 
in virtually every industry. What 
automation does is not so much 
eliminate jobs as change them. 
Some jobs vanish. New ones ap- 
pear. Hopefully the overall result is 
an increase in productivity."

For Power & Cabling 



Proper Planning 
Does Pay Off

Infrastructure planning for a 

data center that can support tech- 
nology-of-choice products such as 
blade and high density 1U servers 
is critical. With overheating, con- 
gestion, and cabling problems 
plaguing data centers these days, 
it's important that data center 
managers follow the Boy Scouts 
motto and "Be prepared." Wheth- 
er a company is looking to build a 
new data center or relocate or 
upgrade an existing one, long- 
term planning is essential for both 
uptime and financial reasons. 

Mike Hines, director of fiber 
optic products at Ortronics, 
knows about the challenges facing 
small to medium-sized enterpris- 
es today. "There are three main 



challenges in any data center 
today. The biggest challenge is 
cooling the equipment; a close 
second would be the congestion 
that builds up in racks and under 
floors. Using cable of a smaller 
diameter is another challenge that 
data centers face." 

Starting From Scratch 

As far as infrastructure is con- 
cerned, the best time to be plan- 
ning for the long term is when a 
company is building a new data 
center. When starting from scratch, 
you can clearly identify the streets 
and avenues for cabling and power 
technology. A coordinated layout 
of all the power and cable ele- 
ments results in a well-designed 
plenum space that is able to sup- 
port the equipment and is flexible 
for future changes in technology. 

The location of the cables is 
important, but depending on the 
type of data center, how important

is a matter of opinion. Eric Torell, 
product information manager at 
APC, says, "From a greenfield per- 
spective, you can run your power 
cables either under the floor or 
overhead. It's wide open." Here's a 
general rule of thumb: Under floor 
pathways can be used for 
permanent cabling, while 
overhead pathways are used 
for temporary cabling. 

Torell raises other im- 
portant questions for data 
centers looking to build. 
Questions such as what 
kind of voltage is avail- 
able? And what kind of 
power equipment is being 
used? Torell' s colleague, 
Ed Eacueo, business devel- 
opment manager for rack 
systems at APC, concurs. 
"At a minimum, power 
needs are going to be based 
on what a data center is 
going to run right down to 
the rack level, including the 
number of power feeds to 
each rack." 

Relocating 

When it comes to data center 
relocation, the main idea is to re- 
establish the infrastructure with as 
little impact as possible on busi- 
ness operations. Before the big 
move, a professional electrician 
should always be hired to inspect 
the wiring and electrical system of 
the new location. It is best to fore- 
cast power requirements at least 
over a 10-year period when sizing 
a facility. If a data center outgrows 
power in a short time, it could eas- 
ily cost well into the thousands. 

Struhar says moving to a new 
data center requires a basic 



knowledge in cables. "There are 
definitely cable limitations, in 
terms of what is already installed. 
You have to either build around 
things or rip them up and start 
from scratch." Torell offers his 
guidance on cable location, this 




time with a relocation slant: 
"When a company is looking to 
relocate its data center, installing 
power cables overhead is far 
better. You do not have to go 
through the headache of ripping 
up old cables under the floor." 

There are a few things to keep 
in mind when moving the data 
center to new premises. Keeping 
computer equipment physically 
removed from sources of power 
quality problems is a good place 
to start. Also do not run network 
cabling next to a 120V power 
line. And using three to six outlets 
per circuit will minimize voltage 
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drop, as well as allow for future 
growth. Any relocation should 
also include a request for a history 
of power outages or irregularities 
in the feeds from the new loca- 
tion's utilities. 

Upgrading 

According to Momentum Re- 
search, 55% of data center IT 
budgets will be used to upgrade 
within the next year as current 
deployments reach their end of 
life. Upgrading an existing data 
center should be easier on the 
budget if you've planned well in 
advance for it. 

Eacueo says to do it Lego style. 
He says, "When upgrading an 
existing data center, a 
modular approach needs 
to be taken. For example, 
power and data cabling 
can be run right on top 
of the racks if need be. 
Also if there is a need to 
expand the center by 10 to 
20 racks or so, a mobile 
UPS can be wheeled right 
in to accommodate the 
new racks." 



New & Trendy 

Mike Hines of Ortronics 
says, "Something is miss- 
ing in the data center, an 
organized way of connect- 
ing everything together. 
Having said that, there is 
a new standard on the 
horizon, called TIA-942 
[Telecommunications 
Infrastructure Standard for Data 
Centers], that will help bring 
order and structure to data center 
layouts." The new standard will 
provide predictable levels of per- 
formance and consistent data cen- 
ter cabling system classifications 
and interoperability. 

Cat 6 cabling is in. "Category 6 
copper cabling at lGbps is one of 
the biggest trends right now in data 
centers," says Hines. But the big 
push for lOGbps is on: "The drive 
right now in data center cabling 
speed is going from lGbps to 
lOGbps, or the 10GBASE-T desig- 
nation," Hines notes.

servers, it's difficult and not always cost 
effective to house these devices." 

Here a data center can shine, because it 
can be built to specialize in these areas, in 
turn saving money and headaches over 
doing the same in house. Cost savings, in 
particular, is increasingly a driving cata- 
lyst for data centers, as finely tuned envi- 
ronments set apart from other company 
architecture can allow enterprises to 
develop that entity with the sole purpose 
of saving money. For instance, where 
open source installations could tangle 
wildly with existing in-house applications, 
a data center could create an ideal haven 
for low-cost applications. 

This separation from in-house architecture 
also delivers an effective solution for compa- 
nies looking to protect sensitive data. While 
even today's Tier-1 data centers provide 
impressive security measures, companies 
that work with substantial amounts of sen- 
sitive information could need to consider 
more aggressive techniques found in higher- 
tiered centers. 

Reaching Out 

In-house expertise, or lack thereof, can 
also determine the purpose of a data center. 



According to Hunter, small to midsized 
enterprises often find that while in-house 
staff is generally effective for putting out 
fires and overseeing gradual infrastructure 
growth, it's not always a gold mine for 
cutting-edge technical expertise. 

"It may be difficult for your in-house staff 
to efficiently deploy and handle a system that 
a data center could easily take care of," he 
says. "Or you might decide that you need 
only desktop support and would rather house 
servers off site, thereby reducing head count." 

In such a needs-driven situation, a man- 
aged hosting solution could supply both the 
talent and time required to manage the 
servers and network devices. Even if you 
have the talent but not the time, such a 
solution could still provide benefits. 

"A lot of IT engineers are wearing the 
hats of business manager, IT manager, and 
project manager," Hunter says. "Trans- 
ferring some of the engineering and net- 
work upkeep to the data center will offload 
some of this responsibility and make for 
more efficient employees." 

A hosted or colocated solution can also 
introduce the matter of convenience. If your 
company outsources a bulk of its IT services, 
you could easily discover that the primary 
purpose of your data center needs to be 



accessibility. A centrally located center can 
allow vendors to access the facilities without 
the presence of staff and can also allow more 
robust access through Internet, dial-up, and 
point-to-point connections. Hunter points out 
that data centers can also offer conference 
rooms, kitchenettes, and even showers to 



support the efforts of many vendors during 
multiday system deployments. 

Examining your company's data and its 
role in the organization isn't necessarily 
enough to determine the purpose and func- 
tion of your data center. Taking a few steps 
back to consider your company's overall 
strategy, talent, and processes can help you 
design and procure precisely the data center 
you need. 



Nail It Down 



Although many of today's standard data centers can handle most basic enterprise needs, it's 
best to determine the purpose of your data center before your beginning technical planning. By 
considering the varied purposes of data centers, you can target precise needs for your upcom- 
ing data center. 

Facilities. Data centers can easily solve lack of space, bandwidth, power, cooling, and other 
architectural roadblocks. 

Security. If protecting enterprise data is the name of the game, a company can use (or rent) a 
fortress-like data center to protect against all physical and network-based attacks. 

Cost. Although the initial cost of a data center can be steep, most enterprises enjoy long-term 
savings that wouldn't have been realized if the data stayed in-house. Separation from in-house 
architecture can provide an ideal opportunity for open-source use. 

Personnel. If there's a lack of talent to manage existing systems, a hosted solution can effectively 
fill the gap by providing expert personnel to handle all aspects of the data center. Existing talent can 
focus on other in-house business matters. 

Accessibility. Outsourced systems can be a hassle, but an offsite data center allows easy accessi- 
bility, and sometimes conveniences, for vendors.

The ABCs Of 

Access Control 



How To Keep The Bad Guys Out 
(But Let The Good Ones In)

How important is access control? 
It's simply vital. Take the case of Av- 
on's data center, for instance. 

In 2001, the beauty supply vendor 
stared down disaster when 
the access control system at 
its Rye, N.Y., data center 
crashed beyond repair. Be- 
cause Avon did more than 
$4 billion in business that 
year with over 3 million 
sales reps, a problem like 
this could have cost the firm 
millions (or worse). 

But Avon fixed the prob- 
lem in three weeks flat, tear- 
ing out a 10-year-old system 
and rebadging all 700 em- 
ployees at the data center. 
Problem solved? Yes, but it 
raised questions for IT man- 
agers all over the world: 
How do you safeguard your 
data center from uncon- 
trolled access? Is it enough? And how 
do you sift through the hype to find the 
right products? 

Starting From Scratch 

When Avon crashed, it called Isac 
Tabib for help. Tabib, now a vice pres- 
ident with Diebold Enterprise Security 



based on that. Or it sounds an alarm if 
more or less people are there." 

Time To Move? 

What do you do if you're moving 
your data center, perhaps to colocate it? 




In that case, access control won't be 
under your control at all. You'll be 
left with the system that's in use by 
your vendor, and that may or may not 
be enough to keep bad users out. 

But according to Jon Inaba of 
DirectNET, a provider of data center 
management solutions, most access

Systems, is an expert in access control 
and offers a host of advice for data 
center managers. 

For instance, if you're building your 
data center from scratch, you can start 
with the latest gear on the market. For 
Tabib, that means sleek biometrics to 
identify users by iris. "This is one of 
our favorite techniques," he says. "You 
simply look into a tiny mirror. Behind 
it there's a camera that looks at your 
iris. And it's relatively quick, some- 
where between one and two seconds." 

Tabib and his team use Panasonic 
technology. But some biometric sys- 
tems, he notes, might cause problems. 
"Take fingerprints. There's some re- 
sistance on personal hygiene grounds. 
Sometimes you can't afford to have 
people touch the same surface one 
after the other. You just don't know 
what's on someone's hands, and you 
don't want to cross-contaminate." 

But there are also products that 
make iris scans seem low-tech. 
Systems from Mate can peer into a 
room and count the people in it and 
then apply time-based rules to the 
results. "For instance," says Tabib, 
"you could state that no more than two 
people can be in the data center at any 
time. So the system counts how many 
people are in the space right now and 
makes decisions on entry and exit 



problems don't involve evil intent. 
"Most of the errors that occur aren't 
malicious," says Inaba. "You have 
someone who makes a mistake. They 



kick a power plug out. Or it's a janitor 
mopping the floor, and the extra humid- 
ity makes something malfunction." 

In that case, you'll need to ensure that 
your new host is just as wary of mishaps 
as you are. If they're not, Inaba suggests 
that you allow user sessions based on 
times for optimal performance. "You 
can lock a person out based on the time 
of their session so you don't have peo- 
ple working on a machine at 2 
a.m. when they're tired and 
likely to make a mistake." 

Perhaps An Upgrade? 

If you're simply upgrading 
your system, you might look 
to software for access con- 
trol, as software can be less 
disruptive than hardware to 
install (at least in theory). 

Products such as IBM's 
Tivoli system keep the right 
users on the right systems 
and unwelcome eyes (and 
hands) from private data. 

Joe Anthony, IBM's direc- 
tor of identity management 
software, Tivoli, says, "More 
customers are starting to in- 
vestigate linking their logical, net- 
work, and physical security together. 
For example, Tivoli Identity Manager 
can provision a new employee to get 
an email account, be placed in the cor- 
porate directory, be set up in the wire- 
less network and VPN via the Cisco 
ACS server, and be issued a smart card 
for physical access, including the data 
center." 

The result? You can give employees 
access to the right systems on their 
first day on the job and remove them 
from all your systems on the day they 
leave — all in just a few keystrokes. 

So what's the bottom line on access 
control? If nothing else, it's this: The 
range of systems, software, and hard- 
ware means that no single product is 
right for all users. That means choosing 
your access control wisely is one of the 
best choices you'll ever make. 



The Coolest Thing: 

IBM's Tivoli Identity Manager 



New users can be a nightmare. Not only do you have to train them, but you have 
to set up accounts and determine access rights for each of them on every network, sys- 
tem, database, and application you have— not to mention access to your data center 
itself.

Future Changes & Specialized Needs 
Should Weigh Into Data Center Planning

Cooling is an absolutely es- 
sential part of any data center. Not 
only must tremendous heat be 
removed from servers and other 
systems, but ambient room tem- 
perature must also be maintained 
for the safety and comfort of data 
center personnel. Unfortunately, 
managing the environment of a 
busy data center isn't just a mat- 
ter of cutting a hole in the wall 
and mounting an air conditioner. 
Planners need to consider a range 
of environmental/safety factors, 
make suitable allowances for 
future growth, and stay on budget.

Let's look at trends that every 
planner should consider. 

Planning Is Everything 

It's easier to address questions 
and issues in the planning phase 
than to fix errors or oversights 
once an installation is complete, so 
any new data center (or renova- 
tion) project should start with a 
series of key decisions. John W. 
Martin, marketing manager at Data 
Aire, offers several suggestions. 
"First, the decision needs to be 
made whether to outsource the 



task. Issues such as reliability, 
backup, disaster recovery, and 
uptime percentage could come into 
consideration. Next, if the decision 
is to build, should it be renovation 
of an existing facility or a new 
building? Issues such as security, 
resources, safety, and scalability 
fault tolerance could all be impor- 
tant. If the decision is to build or 
renovate, then there is another set 
of issues to deal with: the amount 
of cooling required, distribution of 
the cooling (up-flow, down-flow, 
or ducted), and how best to con- 
trol the precision cooling." Actual 
product choices (using air-cooled, 
water-/glycol-cooled, or chilled- 
water technologies) are some of 
the last decisions — not the first. 

John Doran, manager of the 
heat management department at 
Denso, a leading global supplier 
of advanced technology, systems, 
and components, also reminds 
designers to expect extremes in 
any environmental planning. "The 
reality is there is no one perfect 
solution, especially when you 
consider the real-world environ- 
ment is constantly changing. Our 
best recommendation for data 
center planners is to consider 
some of these likely and worst- 
case scenarios that might affect 
their cooling systems. Then con- 
tingency plans can be developed, 
ensuring that backup solutions are 
available to maintain the reliabili- 
ty of the network/data center." 

Of course, deciding on exactly 
how much cooling is necessary for 
current systems and future growth 
is not typically an easy calculation 
to make, often because the "true" 
heat output for electronic devices 
is not always known, a situation 
that Martin says will change soon. 
"ASHRAE's [American Society 
of Heating, Refrigeration, and Air 
conditioning Engineers'] publica- 
tion 'Thermal Guidelines for Data 
Processing Environments' refers 
to a Thermal Report' that many 




hardware manufacturers will soon 
be providing. These provide true 
heat outputs rather than name- 
plate data. Once the true heat load 
is known, then proper precision- 
cooling equipment can be select- 
ed." With such real-life data avail- 
able to planners, less money is 
wasted purchasing unneeded cool- 
ing capacity. "Another area that is 
often overlooked is vapor barrier 
needed to maintain proper humidi- 
ty in the space," Martin says. He 
notes that air distribution is also 
important; any air below a raised 
floor installation should be unob- 
structed by debris or partial walls, 
and any openings for cabling 
should be sealed to prevent bypass 
air or infiltration. 

Avoid The Potholes 

Although thorough planning and 
sound design strategies can stream- 
line data center cooling projects, 
there are still some potential traps 
to be avoided. Doran is particularly 
alarmed at the use of inappropriate 
cooling devices in IT settings: "In 
portable cooling there are manufac- 
turers of units originally designed 
for residential/personal use that are 
claiming increasingly higher out- 
puts. However, many users have 
been disappointed when they tried 
to use these for cooling their small 
'server closets.' " 

In spite of the hype and extreme- 
ly low costs, he points out that res- 
idential/personal air conditioners 
often lack the reliability, service, 
support, air flow (in CFM), and 



static pressure needed to adequate- 
ly move the required air volume in 
a data center. One way to ensure 
performance is to verify that any 
prospective cooling system has 
been certified for performance by 
the ETL, the environmental testing 
and certification division of the 
Intertek Group. He notes that 
any cooling solution should also 
address the issue of condensation 
elimination; all cooling produces 
water through condensation, and 
that water must be adequately 
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drained or pumped away to ensure 
24/7 cooling operation. 

Another potential problem 
emerges when businesses turn to 
cooling vendors for planning and 
design assistance. While cooling 
manufacturers (and their represen- 
tatives) can be excellent sources 
of technical information and as- 
sistance, both Martin and Doran 
agree that enterprise decision 
makers must employ a healthy 
dose of common sense when in- 
corporating any advice into their 
data center plans. 

Doran points out that physical 
limitations can sometimes sink a 
new data center just as easily as 
inadequate cooling decisions. 
"Another frequent challenge is 
with the limitation of potential 
cooling solutions due to the phys- 
ical restrictions caused by the 
building or by the building man- 
agement, such as having access 
to outside ventilation or water 
sources. And if not, what is the 
installation cost? And will proper- 
ty management or local code 
allow it?" Thus, the cooperation 
of building owners/managers may 
also become gating issues in any 
data center plans. 

Pointing Toward The Future 

Unfortunately, even worst-case 
cooling scenarios cannot adequate- 
ly accommodate the future needs 
of a data center. Virtually all instal- 
lations will grow over time with 
additional equipment. Sometimes

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Know How To Fireproof 
Your Data Center

Of all the cool technology in a data cen- 
ter, there's one system that no one ever wants 
to use or even have tested: the fire protection 
system. Of all the dangers to a bank of 
machines, smoke and flames rank right 
up there with flooding and natural disas- 
ters as a top concern for IT managers. 
Fortunately, there are ways to minimize 
the threat with careful planning and, 
especially, the right products. 

Must-Haves 

For those fortunate enough to be able 
to build a new data center, fire protec- 
tion options abound. Thanks to the 
increased importance of technology and 
the subsequent higher profile for data 
centers, architects and builders are more 
aware that these centers have special 
issues. That's led to the creation of more 
clean-agent fire suppression systems that 
use chemicals rather than water. 

The systems work by breaking up the 
chemical reaction of fire. Each product 
employs this strategy in a slightly different 
way, but most target the oxygen that fire 
uses to spread. With no oxygen molecules, 
the fire essentially smothers, and equipment 
is safe because there's no toxic residue or 
chemical damage with the tactic. Systems 
include Inergen, Sapphire, and ECARO-25. 

When building a new center, planning on 
incorporating systems such as these is 
essential, says Peter Sacco, president of 
design firm PTS Data Center Solutions. 
"When you're constructing a new center, 
you're going to have to put in a different 
system than the rest of the building will 



have," he notes. "Most likely, every other 
part of the building will have sprinklers, so 
an IT manager will have to be involved in 
the planning to make sure that's not auto- 
matically put into the data center, as well." 
One of the newest fire suppression sys- 
tems is aerosol-based, he adds, coming into 
the data center world from the space indus- 
try. These systems, such as Aero-K, either 




deliver an oxygen- snuffing aerosol gas or 
use aerosol to propel other types of gas that 
hang in the atmosphere and basically wrap a 
protective blanket around systems. Although 
these aerosol-based systems are only just 
starting to be introduced in new center con- 
struction, Sacco believes they should be 
more widespread within the next few years. 
(For more information on Aero-K, see the 
"The Coolest Thing: Aero-K" sidebar.) 

Buyer Beware 

If a company is relocating or colocating 
its data center, fire protection should 
already be in place, but Sacco warns that 



there should be special care taken when 
signing the lease on a place that has Halon 
1301 as its fire suppression system. 

Halon is an odorless, colorless gas that 
extinguishes fire by tweaking the combus- 
tion process. It was embraced by places such 
as data centers, libraries, and art museums 
because it didn't leave any residue. But in 
the late 1990s, Halon was found to be envi- 
ronmentally damaging, as well as poten- 
tially harmful to anyone doused by it — 
not a good situation for IT employees 
who might be in the data center when a 
fire breaks out in the building. 

Although Halon was banned for new 
construction, it wasn't outlawed, and refill 
tanks are still available for the systems 
that are still in place. That means if a data 
center manager is looking to colocate, and 
the facility in question was built before 
the mid- '90s, it's possible that a Halon 
system is in place. Besides environmental 
and health concerns, it's worth thinking 
about stripping the system or looking for 
another facility, Sacco notes, because 
Halon is frequently considered a poor 
alternative to a water-based system. For 
Halon to work, the room has to be airtight 
because the gas is heavier than air. That 
means any raised flooring or open vents could 
render the system less effective. 

Data Center Makeovers 

For companies that aren't building a new 
data center but want to spiff up their exist- 
ing facility, fire protection issues get more 
complicated. The replacement of one sys- 
tem with another isn't just a discussion for 
the architect and the IT department head; 
rather, the local fire authorities also have to 
be involved. Sometimes a municipality 
won't allow a nonsprinkler system to be put 
in place, no matter how effective it might 
have proven to be in other facilities. 
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"Unfortunately, systems have to conform 
to rules set up by the municipality where the 
data center is located," says Sacco. "The fire 
inspector could approve a chemical-based 
system in new construction but not approve 
the capping of a wet sprinkler system in a 
remodel. That's pretty common." 

In that case Sacco notes that data center 
managers should work with the architects 
to develop a preaction system, which holds 
water in check until it's absolutely neces- 
sary. Such a system will fill the pipes with 
water but won't release it until there's a 
significant amount of heat in the room. 

In general Sacco recommends that every 
data center, whether new or old, should 
have a multilayered system in place for fire 
protection. That includes having the latest 
fire suppression system but also doing peri- 
odic testing, assigning responsibility for 
system upkeep, and integrating the fire pro- 
tection with other temperature controls. 



The Coolest Thing: 
Aero-K 



Peripheral Manufacturing's Aero-K is likely to 
appeal to many budget-conscious data center 
managers. (And hey, what manager isn't bud- 
get minded after the past few years?) Unlike 
systems such as Inergen and ECARO-25 that 
require the installation of pipes and pressure 
vessels, Aero-K uses a generator system, 
which cuts down on installation costs. Each 
self-contained unit produces a fire suppres- 
sion aerosol stream that the company claims 
is more effective than gaseous agents 
because aerosol's ultra-fine particle size 
makes it work faster. 

One drawback is that there's some minor clean- 
up involved, and the room does need to be vent- 
ed out after use, which isn't a requirement with 
some gaseous agents. But, in general, the sys- 
tem is cool because the company specifically 
designed it with data centers in mind, making 
sure it puts out the flames without harming 
electronics or media such as tape disks.

this growth occurs as computing 
capacity is added (or aging equip- 
ment is upgraded with more pow- 
erful platforms). In other cases the 
industry's trend toward consolida- 
tion may eventually force more 
equipment into the available space, 
as remote sites are relocated to 
your data center. Consequently, 
both Martin and Doran agree that 
data centers should incorporate 
contingencies for future growth. 

Martin suggests that infrastruc- 
ture be included to allow for 



expansion. "It is best to anticipate 
the entire potential load of the 
space and install electrical service 
and piping in the beginning since 
retrofit is extremely difficult. This 
is not to say that all the precision- 
cooling equipment needs to be 
installed if it's not being used." 
But he advises against installing 
unneeded cooling equipment. 
"Only install that equipment nec- 
essary for the current and near- 
term expansion. Matter of fact, 
units should not be installed that 
will remain idle for several months 



or longer, as this may lead to a 
host of problems." 

Martin points to several other 
emerging trends in data center 
design. For example, raised floors 
are getting higher (often higher 
than 24 inches) to allow for more 
infrastructure while achieving 
greater accessibility. He also notes 
the increased emphasis on standby 
or dual power sources for cooling 
systems. Even when servers and 
other data center equipment contin- 
ue to work on backup power, cool- 
ing units are often left unpowered, 



potentially exposing the data center 
to damage. Finally, Martin notes 
increased use of network-based 
cooling controls, allowing an 
administrator to monitor and con- 
trol cooling from the corporate 
intranet or across the Internet. 

Doran observes that more heat is 
often concentrated into smaller 
areas (such as blade servers), 
sometimes making conventional 
"area" cooling solutions ineffec- 
tive. In such situations he advo- 
cates the use of spot-cooling units 
(a particular specialty of Denso's 
MovinCool division) to address 
troublesome heat concentrations. 
Spot coolers are small and portable 



and can typically be implemented 
far more cost-effectively than 
adding raw cooling capacity. 

Ultimately, cooling technolo- 
gies themselves are undergoing 
slow but steady changes, most 
notably in refrigeration gasses and 
power efficiency. Martin says that 
current ozone-damaging gasses 
such as R-22 should soon be 
replaced with "green" refrigerants 
by 2010, although Data Aire 
already uses R-417A and R-407A 
in many of its systems. Energy 
efficiency (achieving more cool- 
ing with less power) is another 
concern that cooling manufactur- 
ers are actively addressing.

Storage is hot: Midsized 
enterprises planning to "spend 
heavily" on technology during 
2005 are putting storage at the 
top of their spending lists, ac- 
cording to survey results compil- 
ed by Info-Tech Research Group, 
a consulting firm providing in- 
formation and advisory services 
to midsized organizations. Busi- 
nesses are realizing that the vast 
amounts of digital information 
now generated by their opera- 
tions every single day must be 
effectively managed. (Disclaim- 
er: Info-Tech analysts write a 
regular column for Processor.) 

Poor information management 
can have serious consequences for 
a business, both from a public 
relations and a regulatory per- 
spective. Let's take a look at the 
storage marketplace today and the 
technologies that are expected to 
help businesses manage the infor- 
mation flood. 

Information Theft 
Makes Headlines 

Today's headlines are casting 
an unflattering light on organiza- 
tions that store confidential and 
sensitive customer information. In 
recent months, Banc of America, 
Commerce Bancorp, PNC Bank, 
and Wachovia all suffered what is 
now called the largest banking 
security breach in history. 

As of May 20, investigators 
found over 676,000 customer 
bank accounts were snared by a 
criminal group largely composed 
of bank employees. 

While it's perfectly logical to 
argue that no technology could 
have prevented determined inter- 
nal thieves from stealing informa- 
tion, the massive scale of the theft 
suggests better data management 
tools designed to safeguard infor- 
mation are needed. You can be 
sure that key personnel at finan- 
cial institutions worldwide are 
frantically poring over their data 
storage technologies and manage- 
ment systems to make sure their 
own data warehouses are safe. 

This security breach will most 
likely result in further regulatory 
requirements imposed by state 
and federal agencies. Will there 
come a time when government 
prescribes the specific security 
measures that must be in place to 
safeguard sensitive data, a la 



EPA's regulatory approach to 
environmental performance? 
Stay tuned. 

Dollars Targeted At Storage 

In a recent survey of over 1,400 
IT decision makers in midsized 
organizations, the Info-Tech Re- 
search Group found that survey 
respondents who plan to invest 
heavily in technology during 2005 
are looking to spend their budget 
dollars on storage technologies. 

Info-Tech Research Group's 
data reveals a number of key 
drivers fueling the interest in 
storage technology. One of the 
drivers, not surprisingly, is the 
increase of regulatory require- 
ments that are forcing businesses 
to hold on to electronic docu- 
ments longer. Also, Info-Tech's 
research reveals many businesses 
want to replace tape storage with 
disk-based backup appliances 
and are also taking advantage of 
storage virtualization products 
attractively priced for the mid- 
sized business marketplace. 

Many organizations surveyed 
by Info-Tech also expressed the 
desire to have business continu- 
ity technologies and plans in 
place that eliminate outages or 
allow quick restore and recovery 
operations. Finally, businesses 
cited the increased generation of 
large multimedia files which nat- 
urally increase the need for stor- 
age space. 

Based on these results, Info- 
Tech Research Group predicts the 
storage segment will grow 30% to 
35% in the midmarket. "As prices 
continue their sharp decline and 
SAN products become more com- 
moditized," says senior Info-Tech 
research analyst Dr. Curtis Gittens 
in a recent press release, "this 
important storage technology be- 
comes increasingly accessible to 
midsized companies." 

Demand for SANs, Gittens pre- 
dicts, will increase sharply as ven- 
dors move down-market from 
their current Fortune 1,000 focus. 
In fact, Info-Tech Research Group 
predicts the midsized market for 
SANs will grow more than 40% 
during 2005. 

The Storage Crisis 

According to the Butler Group, 
time is running out for IT man- 
agers putting off purchasing and 
implementing the technology 
needed to deal with the unchecked 



growth of digital information. In a 
recent press release, the London- 
based consulting group warns that 
wireless technology and RFID 
both have the potential to increase 
data generation growth beyond 
the capability of current storage 
management levels. 

The Butler Group advises deci- 
sion makers in organizations to 
move quickly and begin manag- 
ing and securing the now-unman- 
aged data found on laptops, 
mobile devices, and USB memory 
cards. These mobile data sources 
don't have the security safeguards 
and protection in place to prevent 
data loss. 

Also, businesses will have to 
gain the ability to easily retrieve 
data in a presentable format so 
they can meet regulatory require- 
ments. Businesses that neglect to 
do this, warns the Butler Group, 
can face significant financial and 
legal consequences. 

Finally, throwing money and 
disk capacity at the problem will 
only provide temporary relief 
and will not eliminate the root 
cause of the problem, which 



according to the Butler Group's 
research is the cost of adminis- 
tering storage. The centralization 
of storage management and the 
reduction of administrative over- 
head costs, advises the Butler 
Group, should be a top priority 
for IT decision makers. 

And speaking of storage admin- 
istration, in a recent Enterprise 
Strategy Group brief, senior ana- 
lyst Nancy Hurley says storage 
virtualization is a key technology 
that will help users increase stor- 
age utilization, lower costs, and 
avoid "vendor lock-in." EMC's 
recent launch of its In vista storage 
virtualization product indicates 
vendors are paying attention. 

Issues At Hand 

Regulatory requirements, un- 
checked digital data growth, and 
complex technology are the three 
principal issues facing data center 
administrators today. 

Regulatory requirements sud- 
denly turn technology nice-to- 
haves into must-haves wanted im- 
mediately by corporate regulatory 
staffs desperate to demonstrate 



compliance. A wrong technology 
choice can thus have dire conse- 
quences far beyond the confines 
of the data center. 

Unchecked data growth, espe- 
cially the data generated and 
stored in mobile devices, presents 
a tremendous security risk to data 
center administrators who must 
now manage information scat- 
tered worldwide. The prolifera- 
tion of large multimedia files, 
such as audio messages and vid- 
eoconferencing feeds, only adds 
fuel to the fire. 

Finally, the technology is still 
complex and represents a signifi- 
cant leap in technical sophistica- 
tion from traditional client- server 
data center architectures. Admin- 
istrators in even small and medi- 
um-sized businesses will have to 
learn new approaches for manag- 
ing the ever-growing data tidal 
wave. Thankfully, vendors are 
beginning to realize these cus- 
tomers represent a great opportu- 
nity for future growth and are 
finally developing products specif- 
ically tailored for this important 
market segment.

Of The Story 



As we get closer to 
the release of the 2005 
version of Visual Studio and 
SQL Server, we see a flood 
of courses, technical articles, 
and marketing (not so tech- 
nical) pieces — a number of 
them from me. I'll be giv- 
ing one of these talks at 
DevTeach in Montreal June 
18 through 21. This content 
is designed to extol the vir- 
tues of and provide technical 
insight into the new version 
of ADO.NET and the tools 
used to create applications 
that reference it. I'm of the 
opinion that these courses 
are more useful if they focus 
on solving specific develop- 
er problems — even when the 
feature is overlooked be- 
cause it's not as flashy. 

As my new book "Hitch- 
hiker' s Guide to Visual 
Studio and SQL Server 
2005" evolves, many of 
these "ordinary" but none- 
theless important features 
and productivity tips are 
coming to light. I don't 
have room here to do much 
more than highlight these, 
but over the next few 
months I'll bring you more 



details that I hope will 
make you and your teams 
more productive. 

MDAC No Longer Required 
In AD0.NET 2.0 

In the past developers and 
architects would take a deep 
breath and hope for the best 
when a new version of 
the MDAC stack was an- 
nounced. They knew there 
was a good chance that it 
would break some of their 
already deployed applica- 
tions. With ADO.NET 2.0 
we no longer have to worry 
about breaking existing code 
(as much) because the 
MDAC stack (that contains 
the COM-based ADO DLLs 
and OLE DB providers) is 
no longer required to deploy 
ADO.NET applications. 

Of course, when building 
.NET Framework applica- 
tions, the application exe- 
cutables (can) reside in a 
single directory that's not 
affected by new-and-im- 
proved code installed after 
the fact. However, it's still 
possible to mark selected 
DLLs to be installed (and 
registered) in common areas 



on the target system or in 
the GAS (Global Assembly 
Cache). Some developers 
are still deploying new and 
"improved" MDAC DLLs 
in these common areas — 
often to the dismay of other 
developers. ADO.NET 2.0 
can help remedy that issue. 

T-SQL & Stored Procedure 
Debugging Smarter 

For those of us who devel- 
op against SQL Server, being 
able to step into stored pro- 
cedures is a big (important) 
productivity benefit. In earli- 
er versions of Visual Basic 
and Visual Studio, develop- 
ers had to be pretty creative 
to get Transact-SQL debug- 
ging to work at all and to 
stop at a desired breakpoint. 
In Visual Studio 2005, you 
can now set the stored proce- 
dure breakpoint to fire on the 
"nth" hit, to print a message 
containing state, run a macro, 
or at a specific line number 
in the stored procedure. (No, 
SQL Server does not support 
setting a conditional break- 
point.) This additional break- 
point flexibility makes it 
dramatically easier to debug 
stored procedures. Enabling 
T-SQL debugging is also 
easier. However, don't look 
for it in the Visual Studio 
Standard edition. You'll 
need the Professional or 



Team System Editions to use 
this feature. 

Once you've decided to 
debug a specific stored pro- 
cedure, use the Server 
Explorer to open your stored 
procedure and navigate to 
the line where you want to 
break execution. Right-click 
in the margin as you would 
on "normal" code in the edi- 
tor to set a breakpoint. Next, 
open the Application Prop- 
erties window (new in Visu- 
al Studio 2005) and choose 
the Debug tab. Check En- 
able SQL Server Debug- 
ging. When you execute 
your stored procedure and 
the breakpoint condition is 
met, Visual Studio 2005 
exposes the stored procedure 
editor window. Cool. 

AD0.NET Faster- 
At Doing Dumb Stuff 

To be fair, I accept that 
there are developers that 
really need to bring 100,000 
rows to the client and man- 
age the data in a DataTable. 
Microsoft has accommodat- 
ed these folks by redesigning 
how the DataTable and Data- 
Set objects are constructed, 
stored, indexed, and fetched. 
It turns out that if you keep 
your DataTable under 10,000 
rows, you won't see much 
difference in performance. 
But for those that build

More Data Friendly 

How many of you devel- 
opers have stepped through 
code and reached a point 
where the data has been 
fetched into an array, Data- 
Table, or other memory-resi- 
dent structure only to find 
that it's really (really) hard to 
find out what's in the struc- 
ture? To address this issue, 
Visual Studio 2005 now 
includes Data Visualizers. 
This technology lets you use 
a smart tag to choose to see 
the data (in whatever form 
you choose) in a separate, 
editable window. This can 
save you a great deal of time 
when trying to see and edit 
the rowset returned from 
your query. 

As I said, between now 
and when Visual Studio and 
SQL Server 2005 ships 
(which might happen this 
fall), I'll be illuminating 
more of these developer- 
related features to whet your 
appetite for the new tools.

The Force 

As a company, IBM does 
a lot of things right. It has 
Jedi-like vision, great exe- 
cution, and a fantastic ser- 
vices division, but its model 
for selling products has 
always seemed occluded 
by the dark side of the 
force. Most industry players 
made a decision long ago 
to sell through a channel 
or sell direct. Cisco and 
Dell respectively come to 
mind as bookend examples 
of these two schools of 
thought. IBM tries to do 
both. 

In one sense I admire 
IBM's flexibility. I can buy 
from a local reseller, a big 
distributor, or even shop 
with IBM direct, depending 
on my needs. The fireworks 
start when IBM gets in 
competition with its own 
channel. There is a conflict 
of interest in a bidding war 
between a partner and the 
direct sales force. We have 
traditionally bought our 
IBM products direct be- 
cause that's where we got 
the best price. But every 
time we have even consid- 
ered using a partner, be- 
cause of the value it might

As Lenovo is seem- 
ingly moving completely 
opposite of Dell, I am not 
certain if Lenovo is the 
real Jedi master of how 
to move PC products or if 
it's like one of my nerd 
brethren who stood in line 
so long to see the movie 



that he is starting to believe 
he really is Yoda. 

Closing Credits 

I just cannot see how it 
is all going to add up. 
Lenovo took over an IBM 
division with moderate 
profits (at best) and wants 
me to believe it can keep 
the R&D, people, and tech- 
nology the same or better, 
add a couple points in the 
middle for the middlemen, 
and still sell me a product 
at a price that competes 
with Dell. Something has 
to give. My fear is that 
both the quality and the 
pricing goals will give, and 
the resulting Lenovo prod- 
ucts will end up lower 
quality yet only slighter 
cheaper than they were 
with an IBM logo slapped 
on the box. 

Alas, only time will tell. 
In the meantime, all I know 
for certain is that I am still 
not happy with the Lenovo 
deal, I am paying more 
money for the same equip- 
ment that is supposed to be 
getting cheaper, and the 
foreseeable end of this 
IBM/Lenovo saga is still 
lost somewhere in a galaxy 
far, far away.

For Switching From 

Frame Relay To IP 



Pressure to reduce 
costs and emerging 
applications such as VoIP 
is causing many businesses 
today to consider migra- 
ting their frame relay net- 
work to an IP-based virtual 
private network. Frame 
relay dominates in busi- 
ness today. Depending on 
how you define the mar- 
ket, frame relay services 
generated between $6.9 
billion and $9.5 billion last 
year. However, this is a 
timely discussion because 
of technology advances, 
increasing competition, 
and falling prices. 

Frame service moves 
packets between LANs along 
predetermined routes on a 
private WAN. Each packet is 
inspected at each step along 
the route to determine the 
next progression along the 
path. They are set up like a 
bicycle tire with spokes. 
Headquarters is the hub, and 
the individual spokes are 
known as PVCs, or perma- 
nent virtual circuits. The 



PVCs direct traffic to satel- 
lite locations. 

An IP VPN is different in 
that packets don't follow a 
predetermined path. Instead, 
they route based on an 
"address" attached to each 
packet. IP-based VPNs can 
run over the Internet itself 
or a carrier's private back- 
bone network. 

It is also possible to have 
a hybrid between frame 
relay and IP services, so it 
is really important to get 
good advice from your tech- 
nology provider on what is 
best for you. Many experts 
believe that eventually 
frame relay will go away in 
favor of IP, but there is no 
definitive timetable. 

Decision Factors 

Differentiate between 
price and cost. As part of 
the evaluation process, have 
your provider help you ana- 
lyze your return on invest- 
ment. In some scenarios the 
price of deploying IP may 
be less expensive than your 



legacy network, but the 
total cost could be more 
expensive. Since bandwidth 
impacts how you connect 
with co-workers, partners, 
and customers, your ROI 
analysis needs to include 
security and any other infra- 
structure improvements that 
you will need. 




In general the more 
"spokes" or PVCs your 
frame network has, the 
more value an IP network 
can deliver. A primary rea- 
son is that an IP network 
doesn't need spokes because 
of the way it routes pack- 
ets. MPLS (multiprotocol 
label switching) can take 
that even further because 
with MPLS, packets are 
assigned labels that further 
improve application speed 
and performance. 

Align your bandwidth 
with your applications. It 
is vital to align your appli- 
cation strategy with your 



bandwidth requirements. 
We have seen ambitious 
companies make mistakes 
by trying to adopt tech- 
nologies such as telemedi- 
cine that they were not 
ready for from a bandwidth 
perspective. As popular as 
VoIP and videoconferenc- 
ing are, you really should- 



fairly simple to add video- 
conferencing. In addition 
to IP, many businesses 
consider MPLS because 
they want QoS benefits, 
but you may not need that 
right away. 

Business continuity. 
Replication for business 
continuity is much easier

Consider scalability. In 
addition to thinking about 
your current applications, 
you need to plan for the 
future.

Once you have made the 
jump to IP, it isn't as big a 
leap to add more capa- 
bilities. If you deploy VoIP 
in an IP network, it is 



and faster with an IP net- 
work. In a frame network, 
if headquarters is cut off, 
the other sites can't com- 
municate. In order to pre- 
vent this, frame relay users 
have to build additional 
PVCs to a backup site at an 
additional cost. IP net- 
works can have multiple 
backup sites without incur- 
ring the extra network 
costs because they are 
inherently meshed.

Mike Garner, director 
of network services for 
Origen Financial, a real 
estate investment trust that 



originates and services 
manufactured housing 
loans, says cost savings 
and additional bandwidth 
were the driving forces 
behind moving to an IP- 
based network. 

Origen upgraded to an 
IP-based network built 
on the Sprint backbone 
about a year and a half 
ago. "We are saving about 
$6,000 per month while 
getting double the band- 
width. In addition, net- 
work availability has gone 
through the roof. The tran- 
sition was seamless." 

Initially, Garner says, 
"We were a little hesitant to 
switch because it meant 
moving from a private net- 
work to a public network 
based on Sprint's shared 
IP network." After installa- 
tion, "users said they felt 
speed was increasing, and 
we became more comfor- 
table with the change after 
we saw the performance." 

Garner says that after 
Origen adds MPLS services 
to enhance quality of ser- 
vice, the company will de- 
ploy videoconferencing and 
VoIP applications to save 
money while adding func- 
tionality for users.

Collaboration 
With Wikis 



Departments & Project Teams 
Work Together Easier

A WIKI IS A COLLABORATIVE Web 

site that lets any site visitors edit, 
add site content, and modify the 
site's organizational schema via 
their Web browser. The type of 
site content that a user can modify 
varies. Higher-end wiki releases 
enable the modification of site 
images, tables, and the manage- 
ment of user site privileges. This 
freeform collaboration tool draws 
its name from the Hawaiian word 
"wiki wiki," meaning quickly. 

While many associate wikis 
with Wikipedia, the online ency- 
clopedia, small to medium-sized 
enterprises can use a wiki to col- 
laborate on and publish technical 
documentation and important cor- 
porate information to their intra- 
net. Putting such information 
online via a wiki means the infor- 
mation is in one central online 
location where multiple authors 
can make changes to the content 
and design of the site. 

The wiki model bypasses tradi- 
tional intranet publishing because 
the authors don't have to FTP 
their new and revised content up 



to a Web server. When users make 
changes on a wiki site, they are 
editing the online page directly. 

Adding a wiki to your organiza- 
tion' s intranet opens up a new 
collaboration vehicle for a small 
fee or just the cost of staff time to 
get the wiki online. 

Choose A Wiki That Meets 
Your Requirements 

Being an open-source creation, 
many wiki releases are available 
for free or for a low-cost download. 
Doing an Internet search should 
point you in the right direction of 
a wiki release that meets your tech- 
nical and user requirements. The 
technology underlying wikis runs 
the gamut from open- source pro- 
gramming languages such as PHP 
to the C++ programming language. 

Some examples of wiki releases 
include Twiki, a wiki designed for 
documentation and collaboration, 
and MoinMoin Wiki, a wiki with a 
reputation for being easy to set up. 

However, don't let the free-form 
nature of the wiki software lull you 
into complacency about planning 
because often a wiki is not an out- 
of-the-box collaboration solution. 



You still have some upfront plan- 
ning on how you intend to use the 
wiki. When researching the right 
wiki for your organization, you 
still need to ask the typical deploy- 
ment questions about server oper- 
ating systems, number of users, 
and related sundry details required 
for a successful deployment. 

Set Up A Wiki 

For Your Organization 

Setting up a wiki for your enter- 
prise starts with downloading wiki 
software that meets your specifi- 
cations. Despite wiki software's 
open-source nature, installation 
documentation is normally avail- 
able along with the download. 

Typically, wiki installations re- 
quire a degree of hand coding to 
make the wiki live on this server. 
This includes creating and config- 
uring directories on the server's 
root directory. After creating the 
directories, edit the wiki configu- 
ration files. Then you'll have to 
change file permissions if the 
wiki you chose to install has a 
CGI backend. 
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Wiki preference settings and 
their configuration vary, but pay 
attention to the preferences at 
this point of the installation, 
prior to taking the wiki live. You 
should test the wiki using your 
organization's standard Web 
browser. Testing should include 
editing pages, adding new pages, 
and any other features enabled 
during the installation. 

Lastly, monitor the wiki devel- 
oper' s Web site to keep your wiki 
installation up-to-date with any 
patches issued by the developer to 
resolve technical issues. 

Going The Wiki Way 

Collaborating via a wiki helps 
pull project information into one 
central location, offering a ready 
project tracking tool without the 
usual constraints of other online 
collaborative tools. The freeform 
nature and open-source roots of a 
wiki is attractive to some compa- 
nies, and establishing a wiki for 
project teams is one way to dip 
your toe into online collaboration 
with little or no startup costs.

Hire An RFP Writer 



Locate The Right Fit 
For Your RFP Needs

Whether your company writes the occasion- 
al request for purchase or uses them regularly 
as part of its purchasing strategy, you recognize 
the value of RFPs when it comes to defining 
the size, scope, and intention of IT projects. 

Yet hiring a full-time RFP writer is generally 
a luxury befitting large enterprises that have the 
resources to support such specialized positions. 
In fact, these same companies also have specific 
infrastructure, such as databases, internal pro- 
cesses, and entire personnel teams, that exists 
solely for the creation and review of RFPs. 

For small to medium- sized enterprises, it can 
be difficult to devote money and time not only 
to such infrastructure but even to one person 
whose primary responsibility is to write RFPs. 
However, this doesn't mean that you can't have 
an RFP writer on staff because if you play your 
cards right you can address other areas in addi- 
tion to your RFP requirements. 

Find The Right Stuff 

An effective RFP writer understands the tech- 
nologies up for purchase and has an intimate 
knowledge of the company's needs. Obviously, 
a new hire would require time to get up to speed 
on those needs, but prior experience with the 
technologies at hand is crucial for the writer to 
understand how to best build an effective RFP. 

Finding IT professionals who specialize in 
certain technologies is one thing, but finding IT 
writers with specialties is another, especially if 
you need someone who happens to excel at RFP 
writing. But like good technical writers, RFP 



writers should be able to quickly learn tech- 
nologies, so considering a writer with broad, 
nonspecific IT knowledge could be a safe 
choice (if not your only choice). 

Unlike the technical writer who typically 
stays tuned to a particular company product or 
process, the RFP writer often maintains current, 
accurate knowledge on all company objectives, 
technologies, and practices. Without this know- 
ledge the challenge of developing effective 
RFPs quickly grows monumental because the 
purchasing process can easily entail and eventu- 
ally affect wide-reaching areas of any company. 

Therefore, the ideal RFP writer must have 
the ability to communicate with all company 
departments to properly assess their require- 
ments. This communication can include face- 



Defining An RFP 
Writer's Skills 



Although RFPs can vary immensely depending 
on the technologies, the size of the company or 
department, and the project itself, an RFP writer 
should have several key skills to effectively han- 
dle the task. 

• Demonstrated experience writing RFPs or 
similar proposals in IT environments 

• Extensive written, oral, and interpersonal

• Familiarity with technologies involved in 
project(s) 

• Ability to work with teams of IT professionals 

• Proficiency with software required to create 
and maintain RFPs 

• Experience working under strict deadlines 



to-face interviewing, creation and maintenance 
of questionnaires, and other tools that can 
deliver targeted evaluation. The RFP writer 
must be able to not only identify aspects of the 
company that could present challenges to tech- 
nologies offered by vendors, but he must also 
assess and define those challenges in clear, 
precise terminology that lets vendors accurate- 
ly address any demands. 

Writers With Multiple Hats 

Justifying a dedicated RFP writer position is 
tricky but not impossible. If you're looking to 
fill a technical position, you might discover 
applicants who have experience in RFP writing, 
so you could kill two birds with one stone. 
However, you'll need to dig deeply to determine 
exactly how well that person can craft an RFP. 

Full-time RFP writers can generally handle 
other tasks, as well. Because they must be 
keenly aware of company practices, technolo- 
gies, vendors, and the industry as a whole, 
these writers can provide insight for strategic 
development. Also, some RFP writers have 
extensive backgrounds in communications and 
marketing, which may be handy when creating 
new advertising and marketing materials. 

An RFP writer's skills can also easily translate 
to other writing tasks, including technical writ- 
ing and in-house communications. RFP writers 
can also contribute to general editing and review 
processes, since they should already have those 
refined talents to create high-quality RFPs. 

The wide-ranging abilities necessary for the 
RFP process can allow for an employee who 
stays busy between RFPs. But whether you 
seek a dedicated writer or a technical worker 
who can also write RFPs, thoroughly research 
your requirements for the position so you can 
find just the person you need.

Mastering Data 



Cast Iron Systems Touts Enterprise Data Integration 
Technologies For Greater IT Efficiency

Virtually all applications generate 
some type of data that has value to the 
enterprise, but not all applications are able 
to share data or make decisions on how to 
process that data. Companies are often left 
to sift through data, perform labor-intensive 
(and error-prone) translations, and commit 
IT talent to data maintenance tasks. As 
more companies struggle to handle bur- 
geoning volumes of information, the need 
for data integration is increasingly apparent. 
Fred Meyer, CEO and president of Cast 
Iron Systems, says that data integration 
covers a lot of ground in the enterprise. 
"Data integration involves connecting data 
sources and sinks, transforming data from 
source to target format, content-based rout- 
ing, and simple business rules. Most appli- 
cation-to-application integration is, in fact, 
data integration." 

Rocky Road 

Data integration is hardly a new idea, but 
the evolution of today's data integration 
products has been a long, rocky road. 
"When first-generation integration systems 
were built, we were integrating systems 
never designed to talk to one another. No 
standards existed. This required heavy soft- 
ware packages that could emulate human 



complicating the problems of data integra- 
tion. "As applications become more integra- 
tion-aware and as business process fragments 
across the Internet, more and more integra- 
tion endpoints become data integration end- 
points. They also require a solution that can 
be monitored and managed remotely; small 
business units cannot tolerate the overhead of 
$1 million worth of software and a full-time 
maintenance crew of three or four people." 

Death By Inches 

Meyer sees three major hurdles to success- 
ful data integration projects: "The biggest 
issues are lack of standardization, lack of 
best practices, and what I call the 'death by 
inches' scenario. 'We're in a hurry. Let's just 
write a few lines of code and fix it later.' Of 
course, later never comes. Slowly, your 
infrastructure becomes a tangle of undocu- 
mented, unmanageable, unscaleable custom 
code." Another sore spot for data integration 
is a continued reliance on batch processes. 
"Batch processes prevent real-time visibility 
and management, even in principle. Worse, 
batch files often hide bad or incomplete data 
-until it contaminates one or more of your 
systems of record," says Meyer. 

Beyond the technical issues, government 
regulations, such as Sarbanes-Oxley and 
HIPAA, are influencing the trends toward 
data integration. Meyer says, "Transactions

work processes (adapters) out at the end- 
points. This was expensive, hard to scale, 
and hard to maintain. Today, most applica- 
tions are integration-ready. Standards such 
as ODBC and XML have eliminated the 
need for software at the endpoint. This has 
made data integration much simpler — con- 
ceptually," notes Meyer. 

The use of standards has not streamlined 
the data integration process. "Unfortunately, 
as application integration got easier, soft- 
ware integration did not," says Meyer. 
"Software-based integration schemes require 
you to 'integrate the integration.' Regardless 
of the solution you buy, you must size a 
server, patch the OS, obtain and patch a 
JVM, dual-home the host, install a RAID or 
SAN connection, install a database, manage- 
ment software, security software, etc." And 
software-based data integration practices 
continue to challenge IT professionals.

"Generation- 1 integration companies have 
huge investments in adapters and supporting 
infrastructure. Though the need for adapters 
has largely gone away, the adapters them- 
selves, unfortunately, have not," notes Meyer. 
Ultimately, Meyer says that the trend to- 
ward distributed business processes is only 



are spending more time in the network. 
This has two implications. First, visibility 
and manageability of application-level ob- 
jects in the network must improve. Trace- 
ability and nonrepudiation are becoming 
general system requirements as companies 
seek to comply with these new regulations. 
Second, security must become part of the 
network. Firewalls are useful, but they are 
not enough. Large networks are inherently 
'leaky,' with undocumented entry and 
exit points. Regulations such as HIPPA 
will drive security down to the level of 
document fragments." 

Future Trends 

In spite of the many difficulties faced by 
data integration projects, the prospects are 
constantly improving. One of the more 
appealing developments has been the adop- 
tion of data integration appliances rather 
than software-only solutions. Not only does 
a sealed appliance eliminate much of the 
overhead tasks involved with software- 
based integration tools, it is also easier to 
learn and manage. "This means fast time to 
value (hours or days), low training costs, 
low implementation costs, low maintenance 
costs," Meyer says. 

Unlike data integration software, a net- 
work-connected data integration appliance 
can also be accessed from anywhere across 
the network. "This means no requirement 
for local IT staff out at the endpoints, such 
as that plant in Asia, your second tier B2B 
partner, or the accounting department 
downstairs. You can see and manage all 
your application routers globally, from a 
single, central point," he says. Finally, keep- 
ing a data integration appliance allows for 



real-time views that are simply not possible 
with software-based solutions. "You can see 
your transactions in real time as they move 
from system to system, from location to 
location, through the network. Further, you 
can apply business rules in the network to 
keep bad data out of your systems of record 
and to repair transactions in flight." 

Looking toward the future, Meyer be- 
lieves that the industry will see the contin- 
ued standardization of interfaces and data 
objects over the next few years, further eas- 
ing data integration problems. He also 
believes that real-time operations will sup- 
plant batch processing. In addition, he 
expects that data integration tools will 



become more specialized and effective. 
"We are moving from first-generation 
tools, which did everything — the Swiss 
Army Knife — to purpose-specific tool sets, 
which solve a smaller set of problems but 
do so with greatly reduced cost and effort." 
Meyer offers some words of advice for 
any network planner contemplating a data 
integration project: "Think of the network 
as a leverage point for data integration. 
Systems that exist on the host side cannot 
be distributed, cannot scale, and won't pro- 
vide visibility across a network. Separate 
your 'integration problem' into architectur- 
al components and use the appropriate tools 
to solve each problem. Bulk loading a data- 
base, communicating with a B2B partner, 
and automating a manual purchasing sys- 
tem are different problems with different 
requirements and need different tool sets. 
One size may indeed fit all but not very 
efficiently or comfortably." 



What's Next 



New Wireless Standard Hits Snag 

It may seem that wireless standards are emerging at a furious pace. The 
802.11a/b standards opened the way to wireless networking and were soon followed by 
the higher speeds offered by 802. 11 g. Now that 802. llg is firmly entrenched as the 
wireless networking benchmark, the industry is quickly turning its attention to the next 
generation of wireless networking: 802.1 In. The IEEE's emerging "n" proposal 
promises to quadruple transmission speeds, providing higher bandwidth and potentially 
greater range. 

However, the path to IEEE standardization often involves its share of potholes. In 
this case, the "n" proposal put forth by the TGn Sync vendor group only received 49% 
of the votes in a recent IEEE task group meeting. Although such split votes are not 
uncommon in the IEEE standards process, it will prompt the IEEE to more closely con- 
sider proposals from other groups, such as WWiSE. Ultimately, the competing camps 
will likely work out a compromise that will achieve the goals of 802.1 In. But organiza- 
tions considering the purchase of pre-n wireless networking equipment should evaluate 
any such devices carefully and ensure that devices can be upgraded once any 802.1 In 
standard is adopted. 

Intel's New Platform 

Intel has long been a leading supplier of microprocessors and supporting 
chipsets. However, most devices have been sold at the chip level and used by mother- 
board makers to support new generations of processors and other features (such as 
DDR2 SDRAM, Fire Wire ports, SATA, and many other PC features). More recently, 
Intel has sought to provide more comprehensive support for computer development by 
offering platform-centric products. By selling chips in established bundles, it is often 
possible to maximize performance while eliminating incompatibilities. Intel tested the 
waters of platform PCs with its Centrino chipset, now used in 80% of notebook PCs 
based on the Pentium M. Intel has envisioned the PBP (Professional Business Platform) 
for future PC chipsets, bringing advanced features to business PCs, such as active man- 
agement and virtualization technologies. Computers based on PBP bundles should 
appear this summer. 

Netscape Touts Antiphishing Browser 

There is little doubt that Microsoft's Internet Explorer has long been the 
dominant Web browser for Windows-based PC platforms. But IE has also come under 
tremendous criticism for its long list of security vulnerabilities. Mozilla's Firefox open- 
source Web browser, which has been downloaded almost 57 million times since it 
became available, has emerged as one serious alternative to IE. Netscape hopes to capi- 
talize on such success with the release of its own Web browser: Netscape 8. 

Like Firefox, Netscape 8 touts enhanced security features intended to protect PCs 
while users surf the Web. One of its most notable features is the ability to adjust securi- 
ty settings automatically based on Netscape's "blacklist" of suspect Web sites. The 
objective is to help protect users from spyware and phishing, and Netscape's blacklist 
will be updated regularly to maintain current protection. Organizations seeking to eval- 
uate the new browser can download Netscape 8 from browser.netscape.com/ns8.
